Government policies can do 
more to raise your iiving costs 
than anything you can do to pro- 
tect yourself. 

While the Administration tries 
to fight inflation by slowing pro- 
duction and creating unemploy- 
ment, the U.S. Agriculture De- 
partment works to boost food 
prices. 

JUST WHEN food prices are at 
record highs and eggs tempor- 
arily are one of the few reason- 
ably-priced protein foods, the 
USDA has warned farmers to re- 
duce their egg-laying flocks to 
keep up prices. After hitting lev- 
els of close to $1 a dozen last 
winter, mainly because of spec- 
ulation by middlenien, prices re- 
cently have dropped about 40 per 
cent. Egg production currently 
is running about 3 per cent 
ahead of last year. 


The irony is that the public is 
not getting even the full benefit 
of the present larger supplies. yet 
the government wants to reduce 
them. Egg prices still are 3 to 4 
cents higher than a year ago. 

This is not the first time that 
the government has moved to 
raise food prices by getting farm- 
ers to reduce supplies even dur- 
ing the present hectic inflation.

5 to 20 cents a pound 


Just a few weeks ago sume 
farmers acted on their own to 
force up potato prices by with- 
holding them from the market 
and in some cases even burning 
them. The farmers’ resentment 
was understandable alihough the 
effect on retail prices during an 
already-rough inflation has been 
harmful. Farmers were getiing 
less than 2 cents a pound for 
their potatoes while you were 
payirg 9 to 17 cenis. 


In fact, the farmers have not 
been eletting much benefit from 
the high retail food prices any- 
way, and crop-reduction tactics 
are as futile as the government’s 
anti-inflation efforts. 


Last year the average city fam- 
ily paid $1,173 for farm origin- 
ated foods, an increase cf $55 or 
almost 8 per cent over the year 
befcre, government consumer- 
advisor Virginia Knauer points 
out. 

But farmers got only $447 of 
that expenditure, or $12 more. 
Middlemen got the $43 balance 
of the increase, for a total of 
$726 of the average family food 
bill.

A federal court ruling in Sacramento that the state may 
not cut a jobless worker off from unemployment insurance ben- 
efits just because a former employer objects is a step to enc 
one o{ the worst inequities in what is supposed to be a protec- 
tion for working people. 
= A word of caution: the decision’s effectiveness has been 
suspended by the lower court to allow the state to appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

But if the Supreme Court upholds the ruling, there will be 
an end to a practice which allows no hearing to an unemp!oyed 
worker but permits the state cut him off automatically while 
it looks into his ex-employe: s complaint. 

The arbitrary cutoff on an employer's complaint is just 
one instance of what seems from here to be a pro-employer 
oriencation in the administration of unemployement insurance. 

Add to the general picture, the increasingly pro-employer. 
anti-worker tone of the Unemployment Insurance Appeals 
Board, now dominated by Governor Reagan's appointees, and 
jobless insurance becomes less and less the protection for work- 
ers it was intended to be. 

The Department's practice of stopping benefits on employer 
objections may be—hopefully will be ended by the Supreme 
Court. 

But to gain a fairer appeals board requires another action:

Out of Shape _ 


The urban crisis --‘Nixon, Agnew, Reagan’ 


Secretary John F. Henning of 
the California Labor Federation 
told the state’s labor editors that 
“the urban crisis is Richard Nix- 
on..The vrban crisis is Spiro 
Agnew. And the urban crisis is 
Ronald Reagan. 

“Their policies represent eco- 
nomic recession and social anar- 
chy,” he said in a speech at the 
California Labor Press Associa- 
tion convention in Coronado, 
“and the burden of the economic 
recession and the errors of social 
anarchy fall most heavily upon 
urban America.” 

“Most of us are aware of the 
aspects of the urban crisis that 
are the most dangerous to the 
survival of the republic and to 
the health of the people.” 

“We think of housing, we think 
of the _ retationship between 
races, of ma'nu'‘rition, of def:- 
ciencies in educa‘ion and of en- 
vironment .. .” 

“We think of those things that 
have been we'l debated and dis- 
cussed over the past decade. 

“But I submit that in 1970 we 
really cannot appreciate the na- 
ture of the urban crisis unless 
we understand that the urban 
crisis is Richard Nixon. The ur- 
ban cr'sis is Spro Agnew. And 
the urban crisi; is Ronald Rea- 
gan.” 

The unem»loyment rate is 4.8 
rer cent naticnally and 5.5 per 
cent in Califcrnia and recessicn 
is “moving across the country 
and has fallen very heavily in 
the building i:adess,” he declared. 

The reccss'on. he said, is ‘not 
én accident’ thing. It was plan- 
ned. It was contrived. It was 
seheduled. It was scheduled by 
an administvation that said we 
can’t have continued economic 
growth.” 

The admin'‘s‘ration b@ieves it 
mus’. restrict the expansicn of 
the econcrmy to avoid inflation 
Henning said. But. he added, the 
p erent inf ation does not recult 
from its c’sssical causes—short- 
age of goods and shortage of 
workrrs—but is a “profit infla- 
tion.” 

“Between 1968 and 1969 cor- 
rorate reofits after taxes in- 
creased 94 per cent,” he sa‘d, 
“weoklv average take home pay 
after the removal of taxes in- 
creased 35 per cent.” 


Econcmic expansion is neces- 
sary, he stressed, to provide new 
jobs for workers laid off because 
of technological progress and 
young persons coming into the 
labor market for the first time. 

On the social front, Henning 
declared: 

“We face at this very hour the 
greatest challenge to the unity 
of our country since Appomatox, 
since the close of the Civil War. 
We have on the streets of Amer- 
ica today millions of young 
Americans who are consumed 
with a hatred of the president of 
the United States and consumed 
here in California with a hatred 
of the governor...” 

“Why do the young 
against these men? 

“There is a terroristic elemen*, 
true, in the youtn revolt but it is 
of micrcscopic proportions.” 

“The youth of America is in re- 
bellion against Reagan and Nix- 
cn because they will not take 
the kind of intimidation, the
